Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



1. Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Bovik et 
al., U.S. Patent No. 5,282,255. Bovik et al teaches increasing bandwidth by 
compressing an image according to its foveation 

2. Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Geisler 
et al., PCT WO 98/33315, pages 1-31 and 99-106 and drawing sheets 1-10 (the 
computer program on pages 32 to 98 is not provided). Geisler teaches increasing 
bandwidth by compressing an image according to its foveation. 



3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Geisler et al., U.S. Patent No. 6,252,989, Yapetal., U.S. Patent No. 6,182,114, 
and Fisher, U.S. Patent No. 5,208,872 all teach increasing bandwidth by compressing 
an image according to its foveation.
